Students Oppose Tram Fare 
Increases; Favor Subways 
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A total of 1.206 students participated in the Student Opinion Poll 
conducted yesterday by the McGill and Dawson Student. Labour 
Clubs. An overwhelming majority of those polled were in favour of 
freezing of tram and bus fares, construction of a publicly owned and 
operated subway for Montreal as well as restoration of price controls 
and the rolling back of prices. The four questions asked on the poll 
were as follows: 

1). ARE VOU OPPOSED TO ANY INCREASE IN TRAM AND BUS 
TARES? 

Total answering: 1.108. 
YES, Ï1.S7'/.:' NO, 15.43%. 

ARE YOU IN FAVOUR OF A PUBLICLY (MUNICIPALLY) 
OWNED AND OPERATED TRAMWAY AND BUS SERVICE 
IN MONTREAL? 
Total answering: 1,153. 
YES, 69.73»/.; NO, 30.27 •/.. 

ARE YOU IN FAVOUR OF THE IMMEDIATE CONSTRUCTION 
OF A MUNICIPALLY OWNED AND OPERATED SUBWAY 
IN MONTREAL? 
Total answering: 1,155. 
YES. 80%; NO, 20%. 

On this question a number of students expressed preference 
for a mono-rail system. 
ARE YOU IN FAVOUR OF RESTORING PRKJE CONTROLS 
ON ESSENTIAL COMMODITIES AND ROLLING BACK 
PRICES TO THE LEVEL PREVAILING BEFORE PRICE CON- 
TROLS WERE DISCONTINUED? 
Total answering: 1,173. 
YES. 75.96%; NO. 24.04%. 

On this question one student expressed preference for rolling 
back only the price of beer to fiva -cents per glass. On «ht 
ïame question 13 of those polled wanted price controls re- 
itored but were opposed to a roll back of prices.

Many students felt that the poll could have been conducted even 
more efficiently if the questions, particularly the last, had been 
phrased in such a manner as to allow a more varied expression of 
opinion. The poll committee of the S.L.C. welcomes such and all 
other forms of constructive criticism and hopes that by even wider 
eo-operation S.L.C. polls of.campus opinion will become an established 
future, which will show student opinion on topics of current interest. 
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lectures on pulp and paper in the 
McGill Chemistry Building on 
Tuesday. 

"Time spent in acouiring an 
understanding of men. of what 
makes them tick, and of the arts 
of getting along with them is time 
well spent." the speaker said. 

"The dollars and cents value of 
an industrial relations program 
cannot be measured.

"The establishment of the indus- 
trial relations section bv the Cana- 
dian Pulp and Paper Association is 
evidence of this' interest. It is 
significant of the importance which 
is attached to industrial relations 
that a discussion thereon is in- 
cluded in a sc'rlcs of lectures that 
are primarily technical and scien- 
tific in scope." 

Wage Statistics Given 

Dr. Robinson said statistics, dis- 
closed that the average hourly rate 
in the pulp and paper industry is 
just over $1, a rate exceeded in 
few industries. In point of view of 
weekly earnings pulp and paper 
employes top all others in Canada, 
the average being S51.49 a week as 
of December last, while the next 
industry provided weekly earnings 
of $49.19. 

"The last few years have been 
relatively prosperous for the pulp 
and paper industry, and the com- 
panies have been far from nig- 
gardly in sharing this prosperity 
with their employes. Should the 
time ever come when the prospects i 
of the industry arc not as good as j 
the experience of the past few 
years, management 'will have to 
pxert «T.ic greatest care not to pur- 
chase uninterrupted operation to- 
day at the expense of financial in- 
stability tomorrow.

COMICS TOO FANTASTIC 

Chairman Marilyn Richardson In- 
troduced the first speaker for the] 
affirmative who based her argu- 1 
mcnt on the assertion that a child's 
phantasy and imagination need to | 
be developed, but not through the 
melodrama of the comics where the 
fantastic was stressed. Comics were 
condemned as emphasizing jealousy 
pain and cruelty, and as not pro- 
viding the true passage to life 
which a child's reading, should. 

The first speaker for the negative, 
Glcnys Bradford, stated that com- 
ics did not constitute such a great 
pert of the child's life, and that as 
comics had been popular since 1890, 
no great effect had been noticed on 
today's adults. 

Pat Moore, for the affirmative, 
cited the specific types of comics, 
and their effect on the child reader. 
Effects such as poor grammar, con- 
stant fear, petty crime, and petty 
nationalism were stated as instigat- 
ed by suggestions such as the child 
receives from the "funny papers." 
RIGHT TRIUMPHS 

The second debater for the nega- 
tive, Joan Carrulhers brought up 
the fact that even the best litera- 
ture had horror scenes equal to pre- 
sent-day comics, and yet were not 
considered horrible enough to be 
abolished. She pointed nut that in 



•all the tales that comic books told. 
Right triumphed in the end. and 
that throughout the child certainly 
associated himself with the ■ hero. 
Lastly, the comic book stage was 
represented as only a phase which 
is finally outgrown. 

The affirmative delivered a re- 
buttal, after which the judges- 
Mary Stephens, Roland Laprairic, 
and John Monk — awarded the de- 
cision to the upholders of the re- 
solution. The later comment of the 
judges was that the debate had 
been very interesting, and they 
were glad loscc the beginning of 
intercollegiate all-woman debating. 



McGill-Vermont

This procedure was suggested to Ed 
Ballon, Student Society President, 
j by several people before the mcct- 
j ing and he therefore called for a 
! vote on the subject. 

During the debate on the amend- 
ment to change the representation 
to the S.E.C., two amendments were 
put forward. One called for a 
separate representative for the 
Faculty of Dentistry while the 
other asked for a separate repre- 
sentative for those in Physical 
Education. Both amendments were 
later defeated after considerable 
discussion. 

Price Controls Nerrssary 
The resolution on Price Controls, 
moved by Dan Nerenberg and 
seconded by Betty Ann Henley, 
asked the Government of Canada 
to "roll back prices to a reasonable 
level and to immediately réimpose 
price controls and subsidies." It 
gave as reasons for demanding this 
action the assertion that the con- 
tinuingly rising cost of living "has 
seriously affected the possibility of 
many students completing their 
education." 

The second resolution passed was 
the one presented by Wydham A. 
Strover, President nf the Veterans' 
Society, and seconded by Jean 
Poulint. It urged tint "adequate 
financial provision be made by the 
Students' Executive Council "for 
the operations of the Veterans' 
Society at least through the session 
1048-43" and that the Society con- 
tinue its existence during that 
period.

The proposed change» in the constitution of 
lite Students' Society were all passed at yester- 
day's meeting with an overwhelming majority of 
the votes in each of ihe three major cases of 
amendments. 

Students arc to he congratulated for tinning 
out in numbers large enough to exceed the re- 
quired quorum of 300 by 123. This shows clearly 
enough that student interest, has at last been 
aroused on the important question of a raise in 
students' fees to the S.E.C. The clear-cut 
majority with which the motion for amendment 
to the constitution was passed also indicates that 
there arc still McGill students who arc inter- 
ested in their executive council. 

The increase in fees from $10.00 to S12.00 a 
year will now enable the Students' .Society to 
meet their arrears and finance the odd hundred 
club.- and societies which arc now active on the 
campus. Eight thousand students will indirectly 
benefit from the passing if this amendment, for 
lack of a quorum at yesterday evening's meeting 
would have forced the S.E.C. to cut down on its 
expenses so that many campus clubs would have 
suffered from lack of student interest. 

A second point on yesterday evening's 
agenda was the redistribution of representatives 
on the S.E.Ç. If it proved nothing else, the 
ratification of the amendment by n majority of 
the students present does prove that roughly five 
per cent of McGill undergraduates lake an active 
interest in student affairs. Lack of sufficient 
quorum in previous meetings of the .Students' 
Society seemed to demonstrate a deplorable lack 
of interest on the parts of students. II is to be 
hoped that future meetings of the Students' 
Society will be attended by a sufficient, number 
of students. Should student interest in student 
nffairs wane, the students themselves would be 
the only ones to blame for any sluggishness in 
student administration.

Two resolutions were also adopted at the 
meeting; one dealing with the increase of the 
cost of living throughout Canada, the other hav- 
ing to do with the Student Veterans' Society. 

That the near totality of those present chose 
to vote regarding the resolution to the effect that 
the meeting go on record as petitioning the 
government to roll back prices to pre-war levels, 
also shows interesting signs that students at 
large take an active interest in national affairs, 
which indicates a healthy attitude of mature 
interest in Canadian affairs. 

Also passed overwhelmingly was a resolution I 
to extend the activities of the Veterans' Society 
over the coming academic year. The resolution 
also called for an extension of S.E.C. financial I 
support to the Society throughout the year. In 
this instance also, nearly every student voted. 

It seems only fair to us that, as long as 
approximately fifty per cent of the students on 
this campus arc veterans, there should be a 
representative body looking after the interests 
of that group. The Veterans' Society has done 
much in the past, and is now ensured of being 
able to do much in the future, regarding such 
problems ns McGill student veterans' opinions 
on the increases in D.V.A. allowances, and other 
questions which are likely to come up next year. 

Veterans and non-veterans alike voted for the 
motion, and non-veterans' interest in it shows, 
again, lively concern for problems affecting the 
student body generally. 

Although the fact still remains that yester- 
day's quorum was a sharp contrast to last Wed- 
nesday's unjustified lack of attendance, student 
interest seems to have awakened at last and 
shows signs of n growing intensity. This is en- 
couraging, and nothing should benefit the student 
body more than a preservation of this healthy 
attitude throughout the next academic year.

Obviously, it is an impossibility for the candi- 
date to become acquainted with the majority of 
his constituents; and the variability of opinions 
and outlooks suggest that in the event of mutual 
cognizance, the voter and the candidate may not 
necessarily find a basis for agreement. 

And so the candidate performs the formal task 
of listing his ideas, his opinions, and any construe-, 
tive action he feels is necessary for the proper 
administration of a specific post. And ideally, one 
strives for the separation of personality or subjec- 
tive likes and dislikes from the more fundamental 
attitudes and opinions of the individual — what he 
"stands for." 

The latter ideal situation, however, is hard to 
come by. We must not allow personality to become 
more important than the ideas of the man. For the 
inevitable result is the blind following of some in- 
dividual candidate rather than the rational, sound 
judgment of the ideas and aspirations of the indi- 
vidual. This cannot, obviously, result in whole- 
some, constructive government. 

On this page, one will find photographs and 
policies of the candidates who will be contesting 
the top campus positions in the elections of March 
3. With careful and judicious consideration of the 
platforms by all students, we feel certain that a 
commendable choice will be made. 

And one cannot emphasize too strongly the 
importance of a maximum vote. For it is only 
through complete participation on the part of all 
students, that a veritable picture of campus 
opinion may be obtained. 

The forthcoming elections are the climax of a. 
busy, full year of student activity. We can assure 
a magnanimous departure by exerting ourselves 
to vote for him — or her — whom we feel has most 
adequately expressed, in his platform, the best 
abilities for the position which is being contested.

(2) DAWSON COLLEGE 

(a) It is my belief that Dawson 
College is never considered suffi- 
ciently when any affair is planned. 
I therefore recommend that a 
member of the Dawson S.E.C. be 
mode a regular voting member of 
the McGill S.E.C. for the purpose 
of co-ordinating the planning of 
both bodies. 

(b) I shall intercede strongly 
with the university authorities to 
urge that those students at Dawson 
about to enter second year Engin- 
eering and who wish to take their 
course at McGill, be allowed to 
do so. 

(3) VETERAN'S SOCIETY 

I will lend my support, both pub- 
licly and privately, to the Veteran's 
Society in their efforts to have the 
living allowance for single vet- 
erans increased. The Society is 
both effective and necessary, and 
it deserves the fullest support of 
the student body as a whole. 

(4) CAFETERIA 

It is my intention to investigate 
and improve the operation of the 
cafeteria and grill room in (he 
Men's Union, where the trend has 
been towards less food and worse 
meals for more money. I suggest 
that the cafeteria be run by the 
University on the same basis as 
the one in Hart House in Toronto. 

The fine program of social 
activities which the S.E.C. has con- 
ducted this year must be com- 
mended. However, I believe it is 
necessary to complement this pro- 
gram with the suggestion I offer in 
my platform. 

Finally, I wish to declare that I 
will conduct myself in complete 
independence of any club, clique 
or machine on this campus.

2. A broadcn: ig of the basis of 
Union activities, designed to make 
mere appeal to members of all fa- 
culties and to encourage their par- 
ticipation In the Union program of 
activities. The Union should be a 
focal point of interest for all stu- 
dents; at present its appeal is prim- 
ai ily to Arts and Science students. 

3. The establishment of a co-oper- 
ative Book Store for the sale of 
BOTH old and new books, in order 
to lower the cost of tnis important 
item in the stuuent's budget. 

4. Additional interest in, and con- 
sideration for the problem of Daw- 
ton students. Tht tendency to date 
has been to regard Dawson as a 
temporary probl'.-m and to adopt 
puicly "stop-gap" measures for the 
alleviation of the troubles besetting 
the St. John's bianch of the Uni- 
versity; if, as now appears likely, 
Dawson is to continue in existence 
for a few more years, a more per- 
manent and long- range policy is re- 
quired to deal with its problems. 

If elected to the office of Pres- 
ident of the McG.ll Union, I would 
endeavor to run the Union on 
sound, conservative, business prin- 
ciples and to represent the in- 
terests of the ktudent body as a 
whole, and not those of any par- 
ticular segmcn: of the campus. 



Kenneth C. MacKay

You, as students of this Univer- 
sity, should not be satisfied that 
the McGill Union is fulfilling its 
essential function as the centre of 
undergraduate life. If you arc, 
then cast your vole for the pres- 
ent secretary. But if, on the other 
hand, you feel as I do, that much 
can and should be done, not only 
lo improve existing facilities, but 
also to better the Union, 1 would 
ask you to consider the following 
proposals which I undertake to 
effectuate.' should I be elected. 

1. More tables and* chairs will 
be placed in the upstairs lounge. 
There is no reason why students 
who bring their lunches should 
have to eat them while silting in 
drafty landings, simply because 
there are not sufficient chairs in 
lounge. 

2. A wider range of periodicals 
to be placed In the lounge and 
the placing of at least one French 
language newspaper on the read- 
ing stands. 

3. Improved food. The food 
which is prcsenlly served in the 
cafeteria Is extremely poor, and I 
am unconvinced that a non-profit 
organization, such as the Union, 
cannot serve better prepared and 
more abundant food. Further, the 
sandwiches, cakes and what is 
laughingly referred to as coffee, 
which are sold 'in the grill, could 
hardly be of poorer quality. Dur- 
ing the last year, these conditions 
have worsened. I would bend 
every effort toward rectifying 
this outrageous situation. 

4. A supply of playing cards to 
be kept for the free use of those 
who wish to play bridge. 

5. Introduction of Muzak in the 
cafeteria. This popular form of 
music could, for an insignificant 
price, be installed in the cafe- 
teria. It has met with popular 
approval in downtown restaur- 
ants, where its subdued volume 
and melodious effect have been 
much appreciated. 

I promise that. If elected. I shall 
work to the utmost of my ability 
to sec that these badly needed 
reforms arc accomplished. I shall 
also consider it my duty to give 
every assistance to any student 
who has a valid proposal for Im- 
proving the service which the 
Union, properly managed, could 
offer to the students of McGill. 



Alan M. Mann 
Platform 



The past year has seen a great 
many changes and improvements 
in the Union. The ancient institu- 
tion has been given the "New 
Look" from Ballroom to basement. 
In addition to the bright new paint 
jobs throughout, the redecoration 
scheme included three attractive 
new floors at various levels, and 
the addition of the spacious "New 
Room" which has gone far towards 
relieving the meeting room con- 
gestion. The basement too has been 
revamped — providing more ade- 
quate facilities for NFCUS, Book 
Exchange, Undergraduate Societies 
and The Daily. 

All this has been in line with the 
proposals outlined in my platform 
last year. There remains, however, 
a good deal of work to be done. 
The question of a P.A. system, for 
example— a prime necessity for the 
Union. This is being investigated at 
the present moment, and with pro- 
per effort, should be obtainable by 
fall. 

Another problem is the proper 
organization of the various notice 
boards. This has certainly improved 
during the past year, but still 
leaves much to be desired. 

The biggest single problem, 
though, seems to be the perpetu- 
ally jam-packed condition of the 
Grill-room. I propose to secure 
smaller cabaret-style tables, and 
re-arrange the seating plan in or- 
der to give a modicum of breath- 
ing space, and yet allow everyone 
to be comfortable. 

This past year has been one of 
the biggest and best in the Union's 
long history, and I pledge myself to 
another year of conscientious, ef- 
ficient administration if elected. 



Dawson's organizations and teams 
should be accorded the respect 
which is given visiting Universities, 
while a positive interest should be 
taken by the S.E.C. in the activities 
and problems of the Dawson Stu- 
dents' Council. 

Finance 

9. Finances are the most impor- 
tant single problem facing the Stu- 
dents' Society this year. Reserves 
are seriously depleted. Economy is 
needed and a close supervision 
must be maintained over all ex- 
penditures on student activity. It 
will be more important than ever 
that great care be taken in the 



allocation of money and that u 
large a surplus as possible should 
be made. 

The way in which this problem 
is to be solved depends on whether 
or not the Students' Society ceej 
fit to grant the S.E.C. the extra two 
dollars per student that they haw 
requested. Regardless of what 
course the Students' Society takes, 
reserves must be rebuilt, and, 
should. I be elected, I shall consider 
that of the utmost importance.
